Online safety 

Attorney General battles cyber buHying

Hackers have stolen more than 500 
million financial records in the past 
year, infiltrating businesses such as 
Target, Home Depot and JP Morgan 
Chase. 

Almost every day there are stories 
of another cyber attack. People must 
guard themselves not only financially, 


but also on a more personal level. 

Harassment has become common 
online, with a Pew Research Center 
report revealing that forty percent of 
American adults who use the Internet 
have experienced online harassment, 
with people ages 18-29 the most likely 
group to be harassed. 

Mississippi State Attorney General 
Jim Hood launched an online safety 
awareness campaign in April of this 


year as a response to recent complaints 
and concerns from Mississippi parents 
and teachers involving the issue of 
cyber bullying. 

Internet posts containing 
inappropriate photos of unsuspecting 
individuals, degrading or intimidating 
comments or any direct actions 
intended to harass have become 
increasingly common activity on the 
web, especially among youth. With 
the wide use of social media such as 
Facebook, Instagram, Twitter and 
the newly popularized Yik Yak, cyber 
bullying has many outlets and can 
often directly implicate the learning 
institutions of targeted individuals. 

Hood’s campaign has reached out to 
the MS Department of Education and 
every college and university in the state 
for participation in the safety initiative 
against cyber bullying. Students, 
parents and teachers are asked to 
report cyber bullying when it occurs 
and to encourage people to view the 
behavior as serious and dangerous. 
Hood pointed out that posting messages

This group began as 
a splinter group of the well 
known A1 Qaeda and is now 
known for their penchant 
for public executions. As of 


Sept. 13, three videos have 
been posted “bragging” of 
the executions of three 
separate individuals, the 
first one being James Foley, 
an American journalist. 

Looking at the timeline, 
Foley was beheaded on 
Aug. 19, almost two weeks 
after the first American 
airstrike on an ISIS 
convoy. The beheading 
was followed with the 


threat that whatever the 
U.S. President decided to 
do next would determine 
the life of another civilian 
journalist, Steven Sotloff. 
Two weeks later Sotloff 
was executed. 

Two lives were lost in the 
Syrian desert and for what 
reason? The threat was 
not taken seriously. There 
were ways for this to be 
handled. Just like President 


Obama thought long and 
hard about handing over 
the five terrorists from 
Guantanamo in exchange 
for Sgt. Bergdall in May, 
he could have consulted 
someone and thought 
about those missile strikes 
sent the following days. 

More than likely, the 
fault comes from the fact

Traveling all the way 
from West Africa via 
American citizens, this 
fatal disease has found 
its way in the States.

Michael Smith of WebMD 
tells that it travels from 
person to person through 
direct contact with bodily 
fluids of an infected 
individual.

Americans have now 
seen just how quickly this 
virus can spread and kill. 
Even though the likeliness 
that a U.S. citizen will 
contact Ebola is rather low, 
the threat is very real, and

On Sept. 18, Nick 
Fulgham and Jessica Elliot 
became husband and wife 
in Madison County, Miss. 

At first glance, this 
wedding seems like any 
other. However, Nick and 
Jessica have the honor 
of being the state’s first 
transgender married 
couple. While Jessica has 
always been a female, in 
2010 Nick received the sex 
change that allowed him 


to acquire all necessary 
documentation to legally 
marry Jessica in the state 
of Mississippi. They are 
now a happy couple with 
three children. 

Unfortunately, Jessica 
would soon learn a hard 
lesson: family does not 
always support each other. 
Her cousin, a pastor at 
First Baptist Church in 
Lyman, moved to publicly 
shame Nick and Jessica, 
claiming their marriage to 
be a “biological fraud.” 

First, why a pastor is 


concerning himself with 
biology is ridiculous, but 
acting as he did towards 
a close family member 
is downright betrayal. 
However, there exists a 
light at the end of the 
tunnel. Nick and Jessica 
have found support from 
other family members and 
fellow residents of Miss. 
These residents represent 
a growing population 
within the state that have 
begun to think more 
openly about transgender 
marriages. They have come 


to realize that everyone 
has a right to be with 
whom they wish because 
ultimately marriage is 
about love, compassion 
and understanding, not 
simply gender.

Battle for net neutrality is still ongoing

Whenever people are 
asked where they stand 
on net neutrality, their 
response is normally met 
with passive sighs of “I don’t 
care,” but this shouldn’t 
be the case. Whether or 
not the Internet remains 
neutral and open is not 
only something that can 
affect how people keep 
themselves entertained, 
but how innovation 


continues. The level of 
freedom every person is 
allowed to access should 
in no way be subject 
to change by Internet 
providers. 

Net Neutrality is, simply 
put, the principle that 
the Internet remains free 
and open, and in no way 
should the companies 
providing Internet service 
be able decide what people 
can view. Companies 
like Comcast, AT&T and 
T-Mobile have already 


implemented limitations 
such as data caps and 
throttling (controlling how 
much bandwidth certain 
websites get) but have 
not been able to continue 
forward with any form of 
control. 

Several bills have gone 
through Congress in 
attempts to implement 
new rules that allow 
the Internet provider to 
regulate anything viewed 
through their service. 
However, each time the 


bills were rejected. One 
most recent attempt in 
June of this year attempted 
to make it possible for 
the providers to charge 
for faster transmission of 
certain websites. 

Websites such as Netflix 
and Reddit have openly 
protested the regulation 
of the Internet by posting 
videos and ads urging 
their users to speak out in 
support of net neutrality.

Physical health is not 
the only aspect to overall 
wellness; various facets of 
mental health play a large 
role in a person’s day to 
day activities and overall 
outlook on life. It can 
affect mood, motivation 
and even a person’s 
basic personality. For an 
individual balancing the 
responsibilities of college, 
personal relationships and 
even a job, stresses and 
struggles of the daily grind 
can take a mental toll. 

According to the National 
Alliance of Mental Illness, 
mental health issues 
are prevalent on college 
campuses and greatly 
impact and influence an 
individual’s academic 
success. Some statistics 
taken from NAMI include: 

• 75 percent of lifetime 
cases of mental health 
conditions begin by age 24. 

• One in four young 
adults between the 
ages of 18 and 24 have a 
diagnosable mental illness. 
More than 25 percent of 
college students have been 
diagnosed or treated by a 
professional for a mental 
health condition within the 
past year. 

• More than 11 percent 
of college students have 
been diagnosed or treated 
for anxiety in the past year 
and more than 10 percent 
reported being diagnosed 
or treated for depression. 

• More than 40 percent 
of college students have 
felt more than an average 
amount of stress within the 
past 12 months. 

• More than 80 percent 
of college students felt 
overwhelmed by all they 
had to do in the past year 
and 45 percent have felt 
things were hopeless. 

• Almost 73 percent 
of students living with a 
mental health condition 
experienced a mental 
health crisis on campus. 
Yet, 34.2 percent reported 
that their college did not 
know about their crisis. 

• Colleges across the 
country have reported large 
increases in enrollment. At 
the same time, college 
counseling centers have 
also observed an increase in 
the prevalence and severity 
of mental health issues 
experienced by students 
and an increase in the 
number of students taking 
psychotropic medications.

The smell is horrible, 
the people live in shacks 
with dirt floors and 
poverty is evident in 
every corner. 

Much of the population 
is forced to exist on a dollar 
a day, where showers are 
rare commodities and 
children are forgotten 
and neglected. For most 
people, the Honduras is 
a place to be avoided, but 
for Ashton Howell, it is a 
place to be a light. 

Howell, a sophomore 
at Jones County Junior 
College, grew up in 
Clarke County, Miss. As 
a young teenager, she 
went on various mission 


trips before going to the 
Honduras in ninth grade. 
Her first look at the 
poverty there changed 
her life. She felt an instant 
connection with the 
impoverished people, and 
the seed that would grow 
into many more mission 
trips to the nation was 
planted. 

At that time, Howell was 
still uncertain about what 
to do with her life, so she 
began to pray that the 
Lord would direct her. It 
was later Howell realized 
God was calling her to the 
mission field. 

“I’d been praying about 
it for almost half a year,” 
Howell said, “asking God 
what He wanted me to do. 
He gave me a passion for 


missions. 

At the age of 15, Howell 
began sponsoring a 
Honduran boy, followed 
by a little girl the next 
year, and another little 
boy when Howell was 17. 
She still sponsors them 
and visits them every time 
she goes to the Honduras. 
She usually takes her 
trips through Forgotten 
Children Ministries 
(FCM). 

The organization 

maintains both a boy’s 
shelter and a girl’s shelter, 
and this is where the 
children live that Howell 
sponsors. The shelters 
take the children off the 
streets, clothe and feed 
them and take them to 
church to teach them 
about Jesus. They are also 
given an education so 
when they are grown, they 
have a chance at a better 
life. The mission workers 
teach the children how to 
look to the future instead 
of just barely living from 
day to day. 

“Most people there 
don’t see any worth in 
their life, so they rarely 
look ahead,” Howell said. 

Howell has been to 
Texas twice, and she has 
taken trips to Georgia and

Davis was born in Laurel, 
Mississippi, on Dec. 25, 
1989. He grew up in Laurel 
where he played high school 
football. As a sophomore, 
he started cornerback for 
Laurel and then switched 
to quarterback for his 
junior and senior year. 

He led Laurel High School 
to a state championship in 
2007, where he passed for 
2,600 yards and rushed 
for 926 yards on the 
season. He had 32 passing 
touchdowns and 12 rushing. 
He also won the state 


championship in track, 
played on the basketball 
team, and graduated top 25 
in his class with a 3.0 GPA. 

As a freshman at Jones 
County Junior College in 
2008, he played eight games 
as a safety. He started in 
five of those eight games 
and was credited with 22 
tackles that year with one 
interception.

Going into his sophomore 
year, he transferred to the 
University of Memphis, 
where he lettered three 
consecutive years. In 
his first season with the 
Tigers, he started the first 
two games and accounted 
for nine tackles in those 
games. During the second 
game, he went down with a 


season-ending ACL injury. 

He missed the entire year 
and came back his junior 
year. He started the first 
game but suffered another 
injury and missed the 
next four games the team 
played. He came back and 
played a handful of plays 
and finished the season 
with seven tackles in eight 
games. 

He had an outstanding 
senior year of college 
football in 2011. He switched 
positions from safety to 
linebacker, and played in 
all 12 games for the Tigers. 
He was second on the team 
with 78 total tackles and 
also contributed with four 
interceptions, four fumble

After the half, Hinds 
received the ball. On the 
first play of Hinds’ drive, 
defensive end Jamal Young 
stripped the ball away from 
Summers and gave Jones 
the ball on the 16 yard 


line. Milledge then scored 
his second touchdown of 
the game on a one yard 
touchdown run.

Snapchat photos leaked

On Oct. 10, reports began 
surfacing of yet another 
photo leak, this time from 
the popular application 
Snapchat. 

Snapchat allows users to 
send photos and videos to 
others on the premise these 
selections “disappear” after 
a maximum of 10 seconds. 
However, recipients do have 
the options of replaying an 
image once per day in order 
to catch what may have 
otherwise sneaked away or 
taking a screenshot of the 
photo before it disappears, 
turning the temporary 
image into a permanent 
keepsake. 

If this information was 
not enough to warn users 
to be careful what they 
send, this recent leak 


should speak volumes of the 
importance of online safety. 
Over 200,000 Snapchat 
photos were leaked this 
month when a 
third-party app, 
Snapsaved, was 
breeched. 

Users had 
logged into 
Snapsaved with 
their private 
Snapchat 
information, an act that 
Snapchat expressly warns 
against in its terms of 
service. According to 
Snapchat, some third- 
party apps are developed 
explicitly to harvest 
personal and private data 
to share on the Internet, 
and avoiding their lure is in 
users’ best interest. 

“When you give your login 
credentials to a third-party 


application, you’re allowing 
a developer, and possibly 
a criminal, to access your 
account information 

and send 

information,” 
Snapchat said 
in a recent blog 
post. 

Young people 
today need 
to realize the 
dangers in 
trusting everything the 
Internet produces. An app’s 
existence does not make 
it safe, and because of this 
leak on Snapsaved’s end, 
thousands of pornographic 
photos of underage users 
have become available to 
the public. 

A page on the website 
Reddit entitled “The 
Snappening” was 

created soon after the 


announcement of the 
leaks, and this community 
of users exists to share 
only these leaked Snapchat 
photos. Reddit allows its 
users to post stolen content 
because the act is not illegal 
under U.S. law. Unless child 
pornography is publicly 
displayed on the page or the 
site receives a takedown 
request, the subreddit can 
legally continue to exist. 

By growing up in a world 
heavily dependent on 
Internet, teenagers and 
young adults today do 
not understand the real 
dangers of the Web. Instead 
of protecting themselves 
online, Americans are 
crossing their fingers and 
hoping nothing goes wrong 
with their accounts. This 
kind of foolishness is exactly 
what hackers are exploiting. 



Apple plugs iCIoud's two-step verification

It takes only ten minutes 
to crack a lower-case 
password that is six 
characters long. Throw in a 
few extra letters and some 
symbols and that number 
jumps to three years. 

On Aug. 31, 2014, a 
scandalous compilation 
of nearly 200 personal 
images of widely-known 
celebrities, most of which 
consisted of various forms 


of nudity, were published 
on the notorious image 
board 4chan. The list of 
hacked celebrities ranges 
from A-Listers Jennifer 
Lawrence and Kaley Cuoco 
to Olympic gymnast 
McKayla Maroney. 

Apple confirmed 

that the leaks were not 
obtained through any 
certain security weakness 
but rather through 
a “targeted attack” on 
account information such 
as the victims’ passwords. 


While the 

dispersion of 
the images was 
a considerable 
invasion of 

privacy, Apple 
promptly took 
the necessary 
measures to insure that 
does not happen again. 

Apple’s iCloud two- 
step verification process 
was put in place as an 
additional security feature 
in order to prevent anyone 
from accessing a cloud 


account, even 
if hackers enter 
the correct 
password. 
Two-step 
verification 
requires users 
to authenticate 
their identity before 
signing into an Apple ID, 
signing into an iCloud 
account from a new device 
or making an iTunes or 
App Store purchase from 
any new device. 

Setting up two-step 


verification is easy. 
To install two-step 
verification, go to “My 
Apple ID,” select “manage 
your Apple ID” and sign 
in, select “password and 
security,” under two-step 
verification select “get 
started” and follow the 
on-screen instructions. 
This process allows any 
account changes or 
purchases to be verified by 
a password and four-digit 
verification code sent via 
text message. 



Despite controversies, Yik Yak app still popular

A new social media sensation 
called Yik Yak has been cause for 
increasing concern as 
high school and college 
students have taken to 
using the application’s 
anonymity as a means 
to express themselves 
without any filters or 
fear of consequence. 

The Yik Yak app allows 
people to anonymously create 
and view posts within roughly a 
10-mile radius. It is intended for 
sharing information primarily 
with people in close proximity to 
the user, making it more intimate 
and relevant for those reading 
and replying to posts. This 
targeted approach has caused 
school campuses to become 
highly aware and unfortunately 
entangled with the app. All users 
have the ability to contribute to a 
stream of comments by creating, 
replying, and up voting or down 
voting yaks, most commonly 
leading to conversations about 
class and campus activity. 

The app has already caused 


legal trouble for several college 
campuses across the nation. A 
quick Google search yields more 
negative than positive feedback 
about the app, as high schools and 
colleges are warning 
students against the 
dangers of its use. 
Two male students 
at the University of 
Southern Mississippi in 
Hattiesburg have been 
arrested in just the past 
month for using Yik Yak 
to make threatening comments 
toward the campus, proving that 
the app does not offer complete 
anonymity. However, this has not 
proven to deter its users, slow its 
use, or change the way in which 
it is used. 

Despite the controversies 
currently encircling the app, 
Yik Yak creators Tyler Droll and 
Brooks Buffington recently said 
that they have higher hopes for 
their creation. After an interview 
conducted by “Forbes,” the 
interviewer and writer stated, 
“They want it to be an on-the- 
ground, immediate feed of what’s 
happening, especially during 
breaking news situations. On 



Monday, they released a new 
feature, Peek, that lets users 
drop a pin anywhere on a map 
and see a feed of posts, or ‘yaks,’ 
from within a 1.5-mile radius - 
something that was previously 
limited to college campuses.” 
They are hoping the app will 
evolve, along with its users, to be 



a tool for productive community 
connectivity. 

Many schools across the nation, 
including campuses in Mississippi, 
are launching awareness 
campaigns against Yik Yak and 
other platforms for cyber bullying 
as internet safety and awareness 
is becoming a larger issue. When 
asked about the Yik Yak app, 
Austin Smith’s Wednesday night 
Microbiology class shrugged it 
off as entertaining but trivial and 
meaningless. 

But with state legislators 
investigating possible laws 
against cyber harassment, many 
are beginning to view the app as 
anything but innocent. Dr. Ronald 
Bishop recently brought light to 
the terms of service plainly stated 
on Yik Yak’s website and agreed 
upon by all of its users. 

Bishop summarized, “If 
students post false or speculative 
posts and name another student 
or teacher, criminal or civil 
penalties could result.”

as names and birthdays, 
but it also consisted of 
confidential elements like 
social security numbers. 
Due to the server 
incident, the hospital 


recommended I establish 
identity theft protection 
in case my identification 
was abused. 

Unfortunately, this 
attack has now put me 
and the reputation I have 
been building throughout 
my life in jeopardy. For 
instance, I am currently at 
risk of credit damage, and 
considering credit has a 
crucial involvement in my 
future, such destruction 
could prevent me from 
acquiring necessary 
amenities like obtaining a 
student loan, buying a car 
or house or applying for a 
job. 

If gaining my 
identification, along 
with other patients’ 


identification, was 

the attackers’ primary 
intention, the damage that 
could be inflicted on me 
and others could cause 
numerous, threatening 
problems in the future. 

People go to great 
lengths to protect 
themselves and their 
identity, but even if I had 
known beforehand that 
my identity would possibly 
be stolen, would I have 
not gone to the hospital 
to receive medical care? 
Consequently, the public 
faces double-edged 
situations like this every 
day; whether people are 
opening a bank account, 
using their credit card at 
the checkout or applying 


online for a job, they are 
at risk of leaking their 
private information 

to potentially harmful 
strangers. 

This incident has proven 
to me that cyber-crimes 
are a larger threat than I 
previously imagined and 
that anyone is susceptible 
to its deceitful nature. In 
addition, I will heed the 
advice given to me by the 
Wesley Medical Group and 
sign up with an identity 
theft protection agency to 
re-secure my assets and 
protect my name. Who 
would have thought my 
identity would be valuable 
to someone other than 
me? 


Is Privacy 
a thing of 
the past?

In this day and age, few 
people are not constantly 
with their smart phones. 
It seems everyone knows 
what anyone is doing at 
all times, making privacy 
seem nonexistent. Most 
people feel safe and 
secure with their cell 
phones by their side, but 
many low-key breaches 
in cyber-security prove 
that may not always be 
the case. 

Recently, there was 
controversy over the 
iPhone application 

“Linkedln,” which took 
users’ information, such 
as calendar entries, 
without their knowledge 
or consent. The 
creator has henceforth 
apologized and corrected 
the dilemma by requiring 
the app to ask permission 
from the user. 

Another similar 

incident revealed the 
social networking app 
“Path” uploaded users’ 
address books without 
their knowledge, but 
this mistake was also 
corrected after the 
breach was called 
to attention. More 
frighteningly, software 
program “Carrier IQ” was 
discovered collecting 
texts, phone numbers 
and Google searches, and 
the breach was reported 
to cellular carriers. The 
invasion reached over 150 
million phones. By taking 
certain private data 
from users, companies 
can track people’s 
preferences to advertise. 
This breach was likely an 
advertisement placement 
scheme, which seems 
harmless but is truly 
invasive and nonetheless 
illegal. 

In Apple’s terms of 
service, all software 
and applications are 
required by law to have 
a user’s permission to 
access personal and 
sensitive data. Given the 
previous incidents, the 
security of the system is 
questionable and begs 
to question: what other 
cases are unexamined? 

Most of these instances 
are harmless, but the 
line must be drawn 
somewhere. Constant 
precise location services 
and message and 
photo tracking can be 
safe but can also feel 
uncomfortably analyzed. 

It’s best to remember

Every year on Veteran’s 
Day and Memorial Day, 
the Veteran’s Memorial 
Museum, located in Laurel, 
has a service to honor our 
nation’s veterans. This 
service is much more than 
a simple program; it’s a 
tribute to the memory 
of fallen comrades and a 
thank you to heroes still 
living. 

By virtue of military 
status, any current or 
former military attending 
college is considered to be a 
nontraditional student. For 
the past seven years, JCJC’s 
Nontraditional Student 
Success Center (NTSSC) 
and the Nontraditional 
Student Association 

(NTSA) has partnered with 
the museum to show their 
respect and appreciation 
for veterans and their 
families. This year, the 
NTSSC will take JCJC 
students to the service 
at the veteran’s museum 
and hold a reception 
for everyone later that 
afternoon. 

Diane Williams, director 
of counseling and 
Nontraditional Student 
Services, heads up the 
Veteran’s day activities at 
Jones. 

“We owe our freedom to 


all of the brave veterans 
that have served to protect 
our country throughout 
the years. We need to honor 
them on Veterans Day and 
every day,” said Williams. 
“We also owe honor and 
respect to all that currently 
serve our country. Many 
veterans attended JCJC 
throughout the years, and 
we are blessed to have 
many student veterans, 
Army Reserve, and National 
Guard attending classes 
this semester. We can’t do 
enough for these brave 
men and women!” 

From a soldier’s 
perspective, being a 
veteran is about what a 
person has sacrificed. 
Whether the men and 
women of the military were 
drafted or volunteered, 
each of them defended the 
United States with their 
lives, and willingly laid it 
down when necessary. 

Four veterans who 
volunteer at the Veteran’s 
Memorial Museum have 
different stories and 
different memories they 
took away from their 
experiences as soldiers. In 
common, they are thankful 
to God for allowing them 
to come home safely to 
their families. 

Jimmy Bass, a member 
of the Navy, was deployed 
to the Pacific during World 


War II. Bass was in charge 
of manning a 40 mm anti¬ 
aircraft gun. At the age 
of 16, Bass enlisted in the 
Navy with the reluctant 
permission of his father; 
however, the Navy would 
not take him until he 
turned 17, and then he 
was assigned to the U.S.S. 
Harding. 

“I was on a destroyer. 
One of the things that 
sticks out in my mind is 
that we made it fine ‘till we 
got to Okinawa,” said Bass. 
“On April the 16th, we got 
into a skirmish with some 
kamikaze planes, suicide 
planes. We shot down two 
or three and I stood up on 
the edge of my gun to ‘em 
to look around and see 
what I could see. Just as I 
straightened up I looked 
over on the starboard 
side of the ship I was on 
the port side, and I saw 
a (Japanese dive bomber) 
right on top of the water 
cornin’ straight at us. At the 
last minute, machine guns 
on the bridge of the ship 
started firing at him, but he 
made it in and he hit us and 
this friend of mine from 
Mississippi went home. 

“That’s the most 
memorable I guess. You 
just never know. You look 
back on it and I say, I called 
myself a Christian, but I 
didn’t know what it meant. 


God had a purpose for 
saving my life, and I hope 
I’ve lived up to it.” 

Jenna Henry is the 
current president of the 
Non-Traditional Student 
Association (NTSA). Henry, 
a veteran who served seven 
years of active duty and did 
two tours of duty in Korea, 
knows the importance of 
Veteran’s Day. 

She knows firsthand 
knows what it is like not 
being able to see her family 
all the time. She said that it 


took time for her to adjust 
to the lifestyle of being an 
active duty soldier, and she 
does not want people to 
take for granted the prices 
each individual soldier had 
to pay. 

“People are out there 
fighting for our country, 
and you just don’t want 
to forget all the sacrifices 
they made,” said Henry. 
“The time away from their 
families to make sure we 
have all of our freedoms 
and safeties... just don’t 


forget the veterans.” 

The veteran’s memorial 
museum’s service will 
be Tuesday, November 
11 from 10 a.m. to 11 a.m. 
that morning followed 
by a reception. The Non- 
Traditional Student 

Success Center will have 
a come and go reception 
to honor the veterans 
that afternoon from 2 
p.m. to 4 p.m.

to cause a person injury is 
a crime, which can result 
in a felony conviction 
and five years in prison, 
possibly affecting future 
college enrollment or job 
applications. 

“Parents should talk 
to their children about 
appropriate online behavior, 
digital respect, and establish 
rules about technology use 
before they ever hand them 
a phone or computer,” said 
Hood. “Why would we hand 
our children cell phones and 
computers with internet 
access without laying the 
ground rules for use? It’s 
like handing them a loaded 
gun...” 

Cyber Crime Units within 
the FBI, military, and other 


law enforcement 
organizations are 
being implemented 
to digitally track 
down perpetrators of 
internet harassment and 
other crimes as they 
become more defined, 
punishable by law and no 
longer actions veiled by 
anonymity. 

“There is a false 
presumption that you can 
hide behind a computer 
screen or cell phone and 
post anonymously on the 
Internet,” Hood said. “There 
are lots of stories in the 
news about the arrests of 
students on campus’ around 
the nation and even in this 
state who thought they were 
posting anonymously but 
law enforcement tracked 
them.” 

The social media scene 
may soon begin to change 


as certain behaviors and 
actions become grounds for 
indictment on harassment 
charges.

his Bachelor of Arts and 
Masters of Arts degrees 
from the University of 
Southern Mississippi.

Designated 
counselors and peers alike 
can help a person no longer 
feel isolated by his or her 
problems. Being open and 
honest about personal 
outlook and contentment 
can lift the burden of 
bearing a struggle alone 
and allow for a healthier, 
more positive perspective. 
So remember, students 
experiencing some form 
of inner struggle or 
discontentment may feel 
entirely alone, but in reality 
they are far from it.

on the fact that Dracula is 
based off of the historical 
figure Vlad The Impaler; 
though not claiming to 
be historically accurate. 
As the story unfolds and 
Dracula’s origin is shown, it 
in turn tells the story of the 
origin of the entire vampire 
species. From one man, 


to one army, the vampires 
quickly grow in number, 
and the legendary beasts 
become what is normally 
portrayed on TV and film. 

Aside from the interesting 
narrative, “Dracula Untold” 
was also very visually 
striking.

gunplay is certainly a plus. 

Like the Borderlands 
series, which Destiny 
certainly takes some 
inspiration from, when a 
player kills an enemy, that 
enemy will sometimes drop 
items. These items can 
range from anything to new 
weapons, armor, money and 
other useful collectibles. 
Unlike Borderlands, 

however, Destiny rarely 
gives the player any of 
these items until well into 
the game. In addition, 


Borderlands lightens the 
mood with plenty of humor, 
while Destiny has none, 
resulting in a bland, serious 
world, which was hyped as 
massive but actually is quite 
small, filled with repetitive 
side content. 

Games have finally come 
to a point where they are 
an effective storytelling 
medium. One major 
shortcoming of Destiny is 
not that the game’s story 
and plot are lackluster, but 
that they are practically 
nonexistent. This was 
disheartening after all the 
talk of how incredible the 


tales told in this world would 
be. 

Destiny is a prime example 
of extreme hype actually 
acting as a detriment instead 
of bolstering the title. 
The publisher and Bungie 
promised the world with this 
game and ultimately failed to 
live up to this promise, with 
the exception of excellent 
gunplay and co-op. These 
two aspects of Destiny are 
really the only positives. In 
light of Bungie’s excellent 
pedigree, fans expected 
more. 

As Destiny currently 
stands, stay very far away.
